To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford, Coun- 
ty of Coos, in said State, qualified to vote im 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall, in the village of North Stratford, on Tues- 
day, the eleventh (11th) day of March, 1947 at ten 
(10) o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
iowing subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a clerk for the ensu- 
ing year. 

ARTICLE 2. To elect two auditors for the 
ensuing year, or to see if the town will vote to 
petition the State Tax Commission to have an 
audit made by the division of municipal account- 
ing, and to make an appropriation to cover the 
expense of such an audit. 

ARTICLE 8. To elect a treasurer for the en- 
suing year. 

ARTICLE 4. To elect one selectman for 
three years, and all other town officers. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will continue 
the services of the public health nurse and raise 
money for same. 

ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the 
town will raise for highways, bridges, and town 
maintenance.

ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of monies the 
town will vote to raise for the following: Libraries, 
Memorial Day, Skating Rinks, Sewers, Street 
Lighting, Cemeteries, Retirement of Bonds, Long 
Term Notes, Interest, Insurance, Personal Bonds 
and any other monies for the town. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to pledge the credit of the 
town to raise funds in anticipation of taxes, when 
necessary for the payment of obligations. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to . 
authorize the selectmen to administer or dispose 
of any real estate acquired by the town through 
tax collector’s deeds or any other property owned 
by the town. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to 
allow a discount on any part of the taxes paid be- 
fore a certain date. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $87.72 to the 
White Mountains Region Association, being 10c 
per $1000 of assessed valuation (1|100th of 1 per 
cent) for the purpose of issuing and distributing 
printed matter and advertising and othewise pub- 
licizing the advantages of the town, in cooperation 
with the other 45 towns in the region. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to 
raise $500.00 to widen the turn at the intersection 
of the Bog Brook road, and the road going into 
Stratford Hollow. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to 
raise money to Tarvia the road in East Stratford, 
from the Harry Brown place to the junction of 
road above Elwin Hapgood’s farm.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the examination and audit were the 
accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, 
Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Lib- 
rary Treasurer, Water Department Collector, 
Municipal Court, Public Health Nurse and Trus- 
tees of Trust Funds. 
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FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets—December 31, 1944- 
December 31, 1945: (Exh. A) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 
Jl, 1944 and December 31, 1945, are presented jin 
Exhibit A. As indicated therein a decrease of $9,- 
668.98 in Net Debt took place during the year. 
Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Ex- 
penditures—Estimated and Actual Revenues: 
(Exhibits B & C) 

Comparative statements of appropriations and 
expenditures, estimated and actual revenues for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1945, are presented. 
in Exhibits B and C. As indicated by the budget 
summary, a net excess of actual over estimated 
revenues of $2,589.94, plus a net unexpended bal- 
ance of appropriations of $2,008.22, resulted in a 
net budget surplus of $4,598.16.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disburse- 
ment of public funds were examined and audited. 
Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with 
supporting invoices and payrolls as well as entries 
in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and 
expenditures verified. Proof of the Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1945, and November 12, 
1946, is indicated in Exhibits H and A-1, respect- 
ively. 

TAX ACCOUNTS 

Tax warrants for the levies of 1946, 1945, 
1944, 1943 and 1942, and tax sale accounts for the 
levies of 1945 and previous years, were examined. 
Summaries indicating the activity in the tax war- 
rant and tax sales accounts for the fiscal year end- 
ed December 31, 1945, and the period from Janu- 
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ary Ist to November 12th, 1946, are presented in 
Exhibits I, J, K, L, M, and B-1, B-2, B-3, B-4 and 
C-1, respectively. 

A summary statement of the special poll tax 
account as of December 31, 1945, is presented in 
Exhibit N. 

TOWN CLERK 

The accounts and records of the town clerk 
were examined and audited. All funds received by 
the clerk on account of the issuance of motor veh- 
icle permits and dog licenses were properly ac- 
counted for through remittances to the Treasurer 
or cash on hand. Summaries of these accounts 
appear in Exhibits P and E-1. 


LIBRARY TREASURER 

The receipts and expenditures of the treasurer 
of the library were checked and the treasurer’s 
bank balance reconciled as of December 31, 1945 
and November 12, 1946. (Exhibits S & H-1) 

TRUST FUNDS 

Savings bank books and securities represent- 
ing the principal and unexpended income of the 
trust funds were examined. A summary state- 
ment of trust fund principal and income as of De- 
cember 31, 1945, is included in Exhibit V. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 
The accounts of the Water Department Collec- 
tor were examined and audited. Summary state- 
ments of accounts receivable as well as collections 
and remittances to the Town Treasurer for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1945, and the period 
from January lst to November 12th, 1946, are in- 
cluded in Exhibits Q, R, and F-1, G-1, respectively. 
TOWN OFFICERS’ SURETY BONDS 
A list of the town officers who are required by 
law to be bonded, together with the amounts of 
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the bonds and the surety companies, for the year 
1946, will be found in Exhibit J-I. The bond of 
the town clerk was not presented for examination. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Water Department: 

An improvement in water collections was 
made. During the year 1945, current billings for 
water service amounted to $2,498.62, while collec- 
tions for the year totaled $2,901.07. In the period 
trom January 1st to November 12th, 1946, collec- 
tions amounted to $2,919.55 compared to current 
billings of $2,167.66. 

It is noted however that abatements on account 
of water charges during the period, January 1st 
to November 12th, 1946, amounted to $1,447.71, 
which was almost 50 per cent of the actual collec- 
tions in the same period. Greater effort should be 
made to collect the water bills before they become 
uncollectible and it becomes necessary to charge off 
these accounts. 


A new form of ledger sheet is being installed 
for the water collector’s use. ..This will make it 
possible for him to determine at.all times the bal- 
ance due on any of the water customer’s accounts. 
Road Agent: 

The road agent’s payrolls which supported 
enenere and checks issued to him by the selectmen 
and treasurer were not signed by the individual 
employees. In all cases where the road agent acts 
as.paymaster the payrolls which are filed with the 
selectmen should either (1) be signed by the in- 
dividual employees whose names appear thereon; 
or (2) road agents’ cancelled checks to employees 
should be attached thereto. 

Unredeemed Taxes: | é 
As indicated by Exhibit ‘C-2, as of November 
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12, 1946, there were unredeemed taxes amounting 
in all to $3,685.34. Of this amount $1,277.11 was 
* on account of the levies of 1943 and previous years. 
All taxes which remain unredeemed after two years 
from the date of the tax sale should be cleaned up 
either through collector’s deeds to the town or by 
abatement if for any reason a deed cannot be 
taken. 


Dog Licenses: 

In last year’s audit report attention was called 
to the unsatisfactory collection of dog licenses. No 
improvement was noted this year and it is again 
recommended that this matter be given serious 
consideration and steps be taken to enforce the 
law relative to the licensing of dogs. 

All dog licenses issued should be recorded in 
the town clerk’s cash book. 


Abatement of Taxes: 

An abatement slip, signed by the selectmen, 
should be given to the tax collector each time an 
abatement is authorized by the board. A perma- 
nent record of all abatements made should also be 
kept by the selectmen in a book designated for this 
purpose. 

Library—Special Appropriation: 

Vouchers issued on account of the special lib- 
rary appropriation were not accompanied by sup- 
porting bills and invoices. 


Conclusion: 

The accounts and records of all town officials, 
with exceptions as herein noted, were found in good 
condition and the accounting procedure conformed 
to the uniform system prescribed by this Division. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of 
the Laws of 1939, require that this report or a sum- 
mary of its essential features shall be published 
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in the next Annual town report. This letter of trans- 
mittal should be included in its entirety but the 
inclusion of Exhibits is optional. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the 
Town of Stratford for their assistance during the 
course of the audit.

To the Members of the School Board and Citizens 
of Stratford: 

I hereby submit my first annual report on the 
schools of Stratford. This report will be in seven 
sections. 

I. Statistics:

II. Teachers: It is self-evident that teacher 
availability has reached crisis proportions in the 
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United States and New Hampshire is indeed not 
the exception. 


We have been fortunate in the elementary 
schools in that our only loss this year was. Mrs. 
Bennett, the fifth and sixth grade teacher. This 
position has been ably filled by Mrs. Florence Tal 
Mrs. Mary Lynch Nugent, and Mrs. Mary Clari 
Nugent. 


There was, with the exception of Mr. George 
Zoulias, a complete turnover in the High scnool, 
We were fortunate in securing the services oi: Mr. 
David Appleton as Headmaster. Mr. Appleton re- 
ceived his B. S. degree from the University of New 
Hampshire and will receive his Master of Educa- 
tion degree this summer from the same institution. 
Mr. Appleton comes to us with a well-rounded ex- 
perience as teacher in the elementary and second- 
ary schools of New Hampshire and with two years’ 
experience as Headmaster of the Gorham Senior 
High School at Gorham, Maine. 


Mrs. Dorcas Nute Wilson who received her 
training at Keene Teachers College and had one 
year of experience as a teacher at Andover High 
school, replaced Mrs. Dorothy Marshall in the 
Home Economics department. Mrs. Agnes Pet- 
zold, a graduate of the University of New Hamp- 
shire and with several years’ experience was se- 
cured to fill the vacancy in the English and foreign 
language department. Mr. Hans Frei remained 
with us on a part-time basis to fill our need in the 
social sciences. 


At the present time it has been necessary to 
make changes in the secondary field. Replacements 
are needed in the English, Language and Home 
Economics departments. This condition is being 
met by placing Mr. Hans Frei on a full time basis 
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and by securing the services of Miss Phoebe Stev- 
ens, a graduate of Westbrook Junior College in 
Portland and a graduate nurse of several years’ 
experience. 


In this emergency all of the teachers, without 
exception, have risen to the crisis and in the over- 
all picture, Stratford schools, I believe, have suffer- 
ed very little from the point of view of standards. 
On our staff we have teachers of experience. Those 
lacking in experience make up for this deficiency 
with an above average amount of maturity and 
judgment. 


Teachers need, as in the other professions, to 
keep abreast of the new developments in their field. 
To provide for this to supplement summer train- 
ing, an extension course in Mental Hygiene is being’ 
offered this year. This course carries college credit 
and is open to all teachers in this region. Most of 
our teachers not intending to attend summer school 
this summer have enrolled. 


Ill. Curriculum: During the year the super- 
intendent, headmaster and teachers have been 
studying the program of studies which will serve 
best “all the children of all the people.” Our pro- 
gram is modified, of course, by the community’s 
ability to pay, the available teachers and the stud- 
ents’ needs. 


The elementary curriculum-continues to stress 
the fundamental processes and skills in reading, 
writing, arithmetic and spelling, but has not lost 
sight of the importance of citizenship, health, and 
community loyalty. 


A complete testing program has been inaug- 
urated so that the pupils’ abilities and deficiencies 
can be charted. The teacher will then be better 
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able to aid in the remedial techniques necessary to 
the correction of these deficiencies. 


Audio-visual education, the use of the motion 
picture in the classroom, has progressed during the 
past decade and it is hoped that our schools will 
soon be able to include this important adjunct to 
learning in the curriculum. 


The High School offers a better than average . 
selection to its pupils. A college preparatory 
course will, if followed, prepare students of ability 
reasonably well for most of the non-secular post 
secondary schools of the East. 


This year it was possible to offer Industrial 
Arts to the boys in grades 9 and 10 and the pro- 
gram in Home Economics was expanded to include 
the girls in grades 7 and 8. 

Full credit in typing is given, though the com- 
mercial program has been modified due primarily 
to two factors, availability of teachers and the 
small number of selections. The program, as it 
now stands, in my opinion offers a well rounded 
program to the boys and girls of this region. 

I would suggest, however, that if any increase 
in the enrollment or any change in the availabilty 
of teachers occurs, an expansion of the commerce 
eourse and the Industrial Arts course be accom- 
plished. 

IV. Health: The annual health examination 
was made by Miss Delia Hapgood, R. N. The re- 
port showed: |

V. General: Minor repairs were made in the 
North Stratford and Stratford Hollow schools. 
This work was hampered by non-availability of 
material and labor. One major item of repair was 
accomplished in that both schools have been insul- 
ated, which fact should show considerable saving 
in fue] and more uniform heating of our buildings. 


With the rising cost of living reaching an un- 
reasonable height in December, a cost of living 
bonus of $100 was presented to each teacher. This 
added expense was taken from current funds, and 
it is anticipated that we will end the school year 
without a deficit. 


VI. Recommendations and Conclusions: In 
line with a nationwide recognition of the inade- 
quacies of the teachers’ salaries, I believe that a 
salary schedule in line with communities of com- 
parable wealth is desirable and necessary. Along 
with this program, the superintendent believes that 
something should be done concerning the housing 
facilities for non resident teachers and headmas- 
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ters. 

Continuation of the general repair program, 
keeping always in mind our pay to pay, seems 
to be advisable. 

There is need for added auipee in ae sci- 
ence department and I would suggest that a pro- 
gram of yearly additions-to capital equipment be 
carried on. 

It is contemplated that towns in our State will 
receive more aid from the State in another year. 
If this be true, many of the improvements in edu- 
cational services should be forthcoming without 
an increase in future tax rates. 

In conclusion, I wish to commend the teachers 
who have been with us for several years for their 
ever ready willingness to help and guide, and to the 
new additions to the faculty for their effort and 
purpose in bringing to us those things desirable 
and absorbing the many: goods already present. 

I have found the morale of both teachers and 
pupils above average and our program well round- 
ed, so that in the end the needs of our future citi- 
zens should be well served. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the co- 
operation given the schools by the citizens, and my 
gratitude to the members of the School Board for 
their help and guidance. Without the combined 
efforts of the citizeury, teachers and pupils, the 
goals of education in Stratford could not be real- 
ized.
